Given the 20% rate of inflation in 
British currency, the Soviets are in fact 
enjoying a negative real rate of interest, as 
they are paying us less than our own currency 
depreciates! They will also pay the debt in 
real value far below what it is worth now. 
In effect we are paying the banks to create 
credit which allows the Soviets to take our 
goods for virtually nothing while we are told 
to ‘tighten our belts’. 

Any employment thus created has been 
created for the sole purpose of giving away 
goods to hostile foreigners. We might just as 
well extend credits to Mars and dump all our 
goods there! It would, after all, be less 
dangerous!

One of their principal organisers is 
Mrs. Chanie (pronounced “Hani”) 
Rosenberg, a schoolteacher, and 
secretary of Hackney Teachers’ 
Association. Mrs. Rosenberg also 
writes for the IS paper, Socialist 
Worker under the pen-name “C. 
Dallas”. 

Rank and File, like their parent 
organisation, are viciously opposed 
to democracy and the National 
Front. They recently promoted a 
campaign to demand the sacking of 
an NF teacher from Tulse Hill 
School in South London, and 
orchestrated a demonstration out¬ 
side the school with the avowed 
intent of frightening the teacher 
away. Although the demonstration 
appeared to the assembled press-men 
to be organised by a particularly 
loud-mouthed West Indian, it was 
quite obvious to the observant by¬ 
stander that the three West Indian 
parents who turned up were no 
more than window-dressing for an 


their arch-rivals the Communist 
Party, with a Communist President, 
Max Morris, and general secretary, 
Sam Fisher. In February 1973, R&F 
members ran riot at an NUT rally at 
Central Hall, Westminster, bringing 
the proceedings to a halt by oc¬ 
cupying the platform and assaulting 
union officials. Internal charges 
were brought against three of the 
ringleaders from Wandsworth, in¬ 
cluding David Whitely, the present 
editor of Rank and File. However, 
after nearly two years’ protracted 
discussions, the NUT has now mys¬ 
teriously dropped all charges.

And 
about six months ago, I was myself 
beaten and kicked down three flights 
of stairs by a dozen of these louts, 
when I was recognised at a public 
meeting at the L.S.E. 

Needless to say, Rank and File 
also fulfils the role of an IS “frac¬ 
tion”, that is to say, a militant 
group which deliberately tries to 
take over a trade union. In the case 
of teachers, R&F has made a con¬ 
certed effort to seize control of the 
National Union of Teachers (the 
other unions like the NAS being 
smaller and less receptive to Left- 
wing takeover). In the last few years 
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unrepresentative motions, uncon¬ 
ditional support for all “victimised” 
teachers (except National Front 


members) and joint action with 
other militants in support of “work¬ 
ing class” (translation: Communist) 
demands. Although the R&F mani¬ 
festo makes passing reference to 
teaching policies such as the 
abolition of corporal punishment 
and examinations, their magazine 
does not even mention classroom 
techniques or educational policy. In 
fact, the paper is so taken up with 
the slogans and dogma of Marxist 
dialectics that one could be for¬ 
given for mistaking it for a Chinese 
propaganda bulletin, rather than the 
journal of a professional associ¬ 
ation. 

But although Rank and File are 
primarily a political and not an 
educational subversive movement, 
there can be little doubt that their 
members in schools (when they are 
in school and not out on strike) 
deliberately promote multi-racialist 
international Marxism both in their 
“lessons” and in their administration 
of the classroom. It is common prac¬ 
tice for Left-wing teachers to deliber-

WHO'S RIGHT? 

An extremely interesting report 
published in the American Science 
magazine, Nature indicates that 
there may be a^djrect connection 
between the weather and road 
traffic. The study indicates that 
driving on the right in northern 
countries could trigger off wind 
turbulence, and even tornadoes. The 
scientists examined the thesis that 
the development of motor vehicle 
traffic in America had been in the 
same ratio as the increase in the 
incidence of tornadoes, and found a 
remarkable connection. Tornadoes 
are more frequent in areas where 
there are a lot of freeways with wide 
central reservations. Tornadoes are 
also extremely rare at weekends, 
when there is less heavy traffic on 
the roads. In Washington state there 
has not been one tornado during 
the weekend over the past 25 years. 


The scientists believe that 
widely-spaced traffic lanes carrying 
considerable traffic, can produce a 
wind torque, or twisting force in 
the atmosphere. Driving on the 
right in northern countries reinforces 
the prevalent anti-clockwise wind 
patterns in Nature, thereby triggering 
off tornadoes. In Southern Hemis¬ 
phere countries the prevalent wind 
pattern is clockwise, so driving on 
the left in Australia and South 
Africa would tend to promote the 
same type of disturbances as in the 
U.S. 

All those who seek to convert 
Britain to driving on the wrong side 
of the road, to follow metrication 
and decimalisation, would do well 
to take note of the study, since it 
would seem to indicate that the 
British ‘peculiarity’ for driving on 
the left may be improving the 
weather by calming the pattern of 
swirling winds!
